The colouiui minister says that his 
frequent interviews lately with Premier 
Canovas were chiefly regarding state- 
ments to be made in the royal speech on 
the meeting of the cortes in May, with 
a view to exhibiting to the country th( 
real state of affairs in Cuba, the cost of 
the campaign, the intentions of the 
cabinet respecting colonial autonomy 
and the relatioas existing between Mu 
Madrid government and the Washing 
ton government. 

Jfnch strMi will b* laid vpoii the ne 
eessity of oontinning the efforti to im 
proT* the coast dafensM of both the 
mothar oonntry and the ookmica and of 
pladng the army and navy on a better 
rooting. 

These declarations of the minister <>f 
the colonies are mnoh commented u])<)ii

that the Cnban reforms are not likely 
to be satisfactorily carried out by the

It It UelleTed Tliut tlif Stiitp l>i'|iartiiiriit 
Know* of .Spain'* Intention*. 

Washikotok, April 21.— The Spanish 
gorenunent within the next foor weeks 
will pnt into exeention a comprehensive 

system of home rule or antonomy for 
the island of Cuba. There is good rea- 
son to believe that tlie state depiu'tment 
has received from Madrid information 
to this effect. It promises to bring to a 
sadden termination the irritation and 
friction which has existed for many 
months between the United States and 
Spain and to replace this feeling with 
one of a friendly and amicabl e nature 
The law is very elaborate in its pro 
visions. Tht> element of home rule is 
secured by the establihliment of two 
local bodies, drawn largely, if not en- 
tirely, from residents of Cuba. One of 
these is to be known us tlie provincial 
chamber of deputies, imd the other as 
tlie council of admiiiisti ation. The lat 
ter has ai)pellate jurisdu tiuii over the 
ftirmer. 

Largo powers arc granted to the 
(•(iiiiicil of administration in the man- 
Hgenieut of jtubhc alJ'airs, but tlie gov- 
ernor general will continue as the su- 
premt! representative of Spain on tht 
island and will iiave direct charge of 
military, uaval and internatiouol ques 
tirauk

Ai)ril — A dispatch to 
The World from Havana says: If Cieu- 
eral Maceo succeeds in crossing the 
urmy barrier in spite of the ."jO.OUO .Span- 
ish regulars pressing him ou all sides, 
General Weyler must confess, as (ieueral 
Campos did, that the campaign is a fail 
nre and that Spain can not end tUs war 
by her own unaided forces.

It is certain that Cieneral Maceo has 
some sure means of suddenly assemb- 
ling his roving bands on this side of 
the troc'hu; some say by means of col- 
ored paper balloon and others by mess- 
ages. 

There is a belief that if General Wey- 
ler is out-maneuvered Spain vrill pres- 
ently welcome the friendly mediation 
of tne United States. Even tho Span- 
iards share his feeling.

— A snuH)th 
forger has been using tlie firm name o 
.Street & Schmit of Cincinnati to vie 
timize retail furniture dealers of Indi 
ana and Michigan. He has aeonredal 
most 11,000 on forged checks. 

The fellow gives his name as S 
^liiw r and claims to live in Newport 
Ky. He carries samples of upholster 
lug materials and a lino of photographs 
of furniture; and represents liimself 
as au agent of tho furniture munufac 
tm-ers named, whose factory i» on Hop 
kins street opposite Lincoln park. 

His plan of operation is as follows 
He goes to dealers in small towns and 
takes large orders, as he offers goods at 
ridioulouslv low prices. Later in the 
day he wiU visit the place again and 
want a check cashed. He generally 
niea blank checks of the Fourth Nation 
al bank of Cincinnati, and forgea the 
name of Street A Schmit. 

Street * Schmit keep no aoooont at 
the Fourth National, and never saw S 
Miner. They never had an agent of 
that name, and never receive the or- 
ders he takes. .Miner always misspells 
the firm's name and writes it, Streight 
and Schmidt. 

J. W. Redman of Dana, Ind., is tho 
forger's last victim and was oanght for 
187.75. 

Mr. Street said Miner has forged their 
name to si.\ checks in tin- last few 
months, lie has also used tlie name o 
an iudiunapolis liim, in tho same man 
uer.

Frixont, O., April '21.— A tornado, 
looompaaied by a rainfall, swept over 
the northwestern part of Sandusky 

(•c>unty about :! o'clock yesterday after- 
noon, killing two jiersoiis, injuring a 
number of others and doing great (lam- 
ago to i)roperty. The turuudo came 
from the northwest with great furry 
and every building it struck was swept 
away. After smashing a rood bridge 
and Mowing a liig tree across a Wheel- 
ing and Lake Krie freight train it 
crushed the caboose and caUM near kill- 
iiig a number of trainmen. 

The wind played havoc with farm 
buildings. Tho barns of Jacob Eugler, 
J. HefTfiner, Upton Bergwui and An- 
thony Swintllrst went down Ix fore it. 
Tho house of James Urci'ii was de- 
stroyed. Oreeu's father, William I. 
(ireen, was killed outright and his wife 
fatally hurt, and the bmy carried across 
the road in its cradle. The child escaped 
uninjured. Next the bam of Amos 
Hetrlok, in which Hetrick and John 
Low were shearing sheep, was crushed. 
Low was blown across a field against a 
tree, being instantly killed 

Other buildings destroyed wore the 
hams of Al Fah-child, William Henset, 
Perry Parish, George Waggoner and 
Charles Tucker. Tockar's child was 
badly hurt. 

At Booktown, a hamlet near here, 
nearly all the buildings were destroyed, 
but there was no loss of life. 

The storm covered a wide track, and 
it is possible that further damage will 
be rep(jrted. 

A lai'ge number of oil derricks near 
Kings way were blown down and reii- 
dei-cd nscli'ss. The damage in this jiar- 
ticular alone will be very great. The 
damatre in this locality will be fully 
$100,000 to farm stock and property.

EXTENDS I NTO 

Vast Destruction of Property 
Around New Caatle. 
New Castlb, Pa., April 21.— The 

heaviest windstorm that has visited 
this city within the rectjllectioii of the 
oldest inhabitant occurred about ."i.'.'o 
yesterday evening. The wind came up 
suddenly from tho west and was ac- 
companied by sheets of rain and light- 
ning. For half an hour the rain fell in 
torrents and the wind blew everything 
loose that was movable. The streets 
were Ihxided in every direction and 
])e(lcstri.in,-. found it ditlli-ult to get 
around. 

Fences in every part of tiio city were 
blown flown, great trees wi-ie uprooted 
and twisted and torn from the crth. 
There wen- iiiaiiy narrow <'rtcai)es from 
death. The front of Cliarles I-]arle's 
West !^iile stuie was blown in just as he 
was at the tiali.som endeavoring to elose 
it and lie had several teeth kniR'ked out 
by the flying debris. The Central 
school building, oneof the largest in the 
city, was eomplelely unroofed, the same 
Mas the case with the West Side sclio. il 
and Si. .Mar s parochial school building 
while the Catholic chnieh snffwed a 
similar fate. 

The residence of M. E. Hanna was 
blown down, and the handsome resi- 
deiK e of John Marshall had its roof 
blown oft". Nearlv every window in the 
west side of the large Shenango gliiBB 
works of Knox, Fulti & Company were 
blown out, together with the sash. The 
new residence of Joseph Anderson 
was also wrecked. The largo stable of 
the Fountain inn was raised abont five 
feet and moved from its foundations. 

It ia believed that other and worse 
damage has been done in the country 
districts in the wake of the storm.

The Ooveraaieat Maj QmH Priatlag the 
Little tetter Uarrtavs. 

\.''.fpnix()TON, .\pril 91.— It ia said 
there is great agitation among tlie em 
ployes of the stamp printing branch in 
the bureau of engraving and printing 
over the agitation in congress to take 
the contract of printing the stampi< 
away from the bureau and opening 
it to bids from private concerns. Tin 
argument is madi' that these em]>loyes 
will be thrown out of jnisitions and will 
havi' to depend ujiou their families for 
sujiport. 

Veiy little has been said of the extra 
expense which has been put uikjii the 
government and the people to give these 
few clerks positions, and the treasnrv 
department, which controls this work 
now, in putting forth this argument is 
trying to appeal to the sympathies of 
congress rather than their common 
tense. No mention is made of the im 
mense amount of money which has been 
recinired to furnish nrachinery and other 
appliances necessary for the government 
to go into the stamp making business, 
because if this waa done it would at 
once show how much more it costs th< 
government to make stamps than t( 
have them made by outside contract. 

Another thing which the treasury de- 
partment is keeping exceetlingly mum 
about is the remarkable increase in 
( ounrerfeit stamps which are now al 
most daily flooding tho ctmntry. dnlv 
on Wedne>day last did the secret se.v 
ice officers of the treasury unearth ii 
(diiiiterleit gang in Chicago, who wen 
manufacturing cent stiiiniis at an 
enormous daily outimt, and alflimi 
the seizure was a clever piece of \\()i k. 
the treasury (ienartment did not cart 
to have it published broadcast that such 
u thing as counterfeit borean made 
Stomps was possible. 

EIQH T-HOUR DAY. 

Xew Tork Cltr Will Lead la tke Movement 
and Few iitrlkee WUI Oeeor. 

New York, April 21.— New York 

will be practicallv free from the bi^ 
eight-hour strikes which will disturl 
the country on May 1. It has so hap- 
pened that New York, which has token 
the lead in the eight-hour morement, 
has secured the eight-hour day quietly 
in nearly all building trades. Many 
otlier tr.ides have also secured eight 
hours witliout a strike, and thus tiiis 
city, on .May 1, will bo a favored s]iot 

President Harrison of cigar makers 
union No. 144, who isals ) Jjiesidelit of 
the state branch of thi' Federation said 

"As it locks now. there will be few, 
if any, eight-iiour strikes in New York. 
The strikes will all be in the outsid 
towns. Most of tho members of thi 
IhiitherlKKid of Carpenters — the trail 
selected by the Federation to make tin* 
eight-hour struggle this year — have al- 
ready the eight-hour work day. Many 
other trades, which have secured the 
eiglit-houi- work day in New York, will 
have to strike for it in other cities. 

• It is generally recognized that the 
displacement of men by machinery can 
be best met by shortening the working 
day. This rule has been lived uji to 
lietter in New York than any other city 
Other trades which have secured eight 
hours will have celebrations on or 
about May 1. They will chiefly take 
the form of indoor massmeetings. 

"When the strikes are started on May 
1, a national eight-hour association 
will be formed. It will embrace all 
trades making the demand. Eight-hour 
strikes next year will be under the aus- 
pices and have the assistance and co- 
oi>erutiou of this national eight- 'loui- 
assodatiou."
